To lose track of eight people in 


one -day is nothing- unusual. -It^has 
been estimated that 60,000 girls dis- 
appear annually in the United States. 
There are 40,000 unidentified dead 
buried in. the United States .each 
year. ;ln New York City alone, from 
the spring of 1920 to the spring of 
1921, 
8100 persons dropped out of 


sight. 
The bureau locates or ac- 


counts for 98 per cent of vanished. „. 


13,000 CASES IJV 1920. 


During 1020. the bureau'handled 


13,000 missing person claims cas««,' 
the bulk of them being" inquiries 
sent from all over the country. New 
York, the biggest city in the world, 
is .the favorite place in which to dis- 
appear. 


Most of the people who disappear 
are "wilfully" missing. The missing 
person usually is angry of frightened 
or dissatisfied with home conditions^ 


From 10 to 20 is the foolish age 


and most of the missing persons 
come between these years. June is 
the popular month for running away, 
and the, chief reason is trouble over 
school examinations with home fric- 
tion a close second. Around circus 
and world series' times boys also 
vanish in dozens. 


Between 20 and 30 years, the, num- 


ber of missbig people is noticeably 
less, and decreases by years. The 
bureau has occasontilly been asked 
to find people who were over 90. 
The man or youth is considerably 
fonder of disappearing than the wo- 
man or girl, though more than 600 
New York girls have been known to 
vanish in three -years. 


The bureau of missing persons, of 


which John H. Ayres Is director, not 
only hunts up the missing but also 
identifies tho unknown dead. 
The 


bureau was enlarged to include the 
unidentified dead because Timothy 
D. Sullivan 
the political magnate 


who had been killed by a railroad 
train, laid unidentified .for nine days.

Far Below Needs 


"It may safely lie slated that for 
a considerable period liermany will 
continue to be a large Importer of 
foodstuffs, especially cereals," says a 
report just received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from Consul .T. 
Klahr Huddle at Hamburg. Although 
German farmers increased their crops 
of wheat and rye in 1921. tli« har- 
vests were far below those of 191.1, 
and barley and oats show a decrease 
from the JS20 figures. Acreage of 
all crops, except wheat, declined in 
1921, the'keen demand for that cereal 
influencing farmers to give prefer- 
ence to its-ctiltivnt.ic'n.

declaration made yesterday by Su- 
perior Judge George Samuels. 


The thin? that,Is expected to solve 


the problem in this county. Judge 
Samuels said, is the determination 
of local judges that In future none 
but the most urgent excuses will be 
accepted as sufficient to warrant es- 
cape from jury service. 
The result 


of this will be that Juries will" be 
representative 'of the population ut 
larpe, Instead of consisting almost 
entirely of those who have some per- 
sonal reason for wanting: to serve on 
a jury. 


BRAINS GET AWAY. 


"In the past (here has often been 


ft tendency on the part of the courts 
to release from jury service those 
who pleaded that It would interfere 
with their business, and to accept in 
their f-tcacl those who offered 
no 


such objection." said Judpre Samuels. 
"One result has been that the most 
able and active brains of a commu- 
nity have been almost entirely absent 
from the Important and responsible 
task of brinping- in jury 
verdicts. 


Another has been that the way was 
easily left open for diahoncst per- 
sons to secure places on juries, anil 
hold themselves open to 'proposi- 
tions' that might be. made by litl- 
ffanls. 


"Because" of these things it has 


bocn more and morp recognized of 
late that the jury system was not 


up to expectations and that 
ing must bo clone about it. 


"The solution that we have found 
the Alamoda county courts is one 


that is bound to be hard, at times, 
on the averagre citizen who Is engaged 
In business, but for the community 
at large it will bo an immense gain. 
It Is simply a. recognition of the fact 
that sacrifices must be expected If 
•we are to get our best citizens upon

BATTERS UP AGAIN! 


If there is anything in the adage that "history 


repeats ifsejf," the baseball enthusiasts of Oak- 
land should view with special interest the open- 
ing of the twentieth season of the reorganized 
Pacific Coast league. It was in 1902 that Pete 
Lohmari gave Oakland its first pennant-winning 
ball club. Ten years later Bud Sharpe guided 
a'great teaui into first place. Now comes 1922— 
another decade. Ten years is a long time be- 
tween pennants, but it makes the celebrations 
all the better.^ 


The last time Oakland won the pennant fan- 


dom said goodby. to old Freeman's Park, the 
home of glory, peanut shells, and - pop-bottle 
riots. 
Nothing would suffice but a new ball 


park for the Champions. So the present com- 
modious ball park was constructed and dedicated 
iu 1913 with a burst of civic enthusiasm. But, 
alas! from that day to this no pennant has flown 
from the big flagpole in the grounds at Emery- 
ville. 


Probably no flub in the Coast league has ex- 


)erieuc,ed in the last ten years such persistent 
uird luck. It seemed as though the 1912 pen- 
nant entailed an unhappy inheritance that has 
only lately'been outgrown. Bud Sharpe, the 
manager, who welded the champion team to- 
other, died the following year. So did Clare 
Patterson, the outfielder. 
Catcher Carl Jlitze 


sacrificed his chances for the major leagues by 
accepting the management of the local club. 
Stars of the year before met with accidents; 
housands of dollars were expended in securing

CITIES ALMOST DESTROYED. • 
Within twenty years I have seen 


two cities on the Amur almost de- 
stroyed—one of 3000 people, during 
the Boxer year, 1900; and the other 
of 15,000, during the Russian revolu- 
tion. Annihilation of a mere town 
seldom has been heard of, while un- 
fortuate people seem the last things 
considered. 
When the revolution 


came civil war was too slow for East 
Siberia, Not only were all its cities 
shot up at one time or another, and 
robbed, but all Its industries were 
broken down. And it had all the 
crime the traffic would bear, in- 
cluding being plundered and 
tra- 


duced by its own people. 


Killing bootleggers has been an 


outdoor sport in Siberia. When I 
was about to visit the ruins of one of 
the destroyed cities of the Amur re- 
cently, a Russian acquaintance told 
me he had been In the neighborhood 
and had stopped over night with an 
old man who said to him at bedtime:

TTickery Joyce is introduced to the 


jfeader as a child whose existence 
with, iis married sister is not made 
pleasant through the brutality of 
her husband. Joyce is then carried 
through life to a successful position 
After a series of adventures in to- 
bacco .factories, street car strikes 
»nd saloons. 


Most of the action takes place In 


or about a saloon, and It Is from this 
that the novel gets its name of "Sat- 
urday Nights," the author Indicating 
that these evenings of revelry are 
looked forward to for the rest of the 
•week by the -workers. 


Several characters are well drawn, 


notably Gallopin', the saloon pro- 
prietor, who "frames" on the boy in 
order to straighten him out. and 
"Shad," the chum. 
These two are 


more notable than that of the central 
figure. 
., VIckery Joyce is a weakling, who 
finally overcomes 
his 
difficulties 


through the efforts of his friends. 
At only one time does he show 
•trength, and that is in his decision 
to take his place with his National 
Guard comrades against the union, 
Trith -whose men he Is on strike. 


The plot at times savors of Hora- 


jtlo Alcer, althought Alger would 
have dispensed with the saloon angle 
and Curtis could have done likewise 
to a great extent. The heroine is 
th« 'typical clinging vine, who will 
not fight for her love, but Is content 
'to'wait for It to come., 
Ive, the 
vampire, . Is soulless 


throughout. Unlike the loose women 
ta'tbat 
oth»r fictional biography, 


"Emmett Lawler," she is not a. little 
Eva at.heart. This Eva of "Satur- 
day Nights" is just as hard as the 
most-severe reader, would want her. 


There is a touch of pathos In the 


book that is nicely handled, and too 
much sentimentality. At times the 
plot is overdrawn, and the action 
strained and unnatural. The author 
does not handle his few dramatic 
scenes with the ease of a veteran, but 
his last chapter makes up for a num- 
ber of former shortcomings. 


That Curtis has another novel is 


indicated in a letter written by him 
to his publishers, and printed on the 
paper jacket, in which he is quoted 
as saying:

So it is with "Greensea Island,'*

united a chain of dramatic inci- 
dents that 'make for most entertain- 
ing reacting. 
At no time during 


the course of the novel is there the 
slightest chance of boredom. 


"Greensea Island" deals with the 


adventures of the second officer of 
a steamer plying between Brazil and 
London, who receives the news that 
he has been made the heir to the 
estate of an uncle he knew by repu- 
tation only, almost immediately after 
he has had a strange adventure. 


The adventure had as principals 


the second officer and a beautiful 
passenger, the niece and ward of a 
mysterious South American gentle- 
man who is to play a prominent Part 
in the balance of the 
book. 
Of 


course it is a. case of love at first 
sight. 


Further developments show that 


the young seaman has been left an 
island where his uncle spent his last 
days, somewhat of a cash fortune, 
and a mysterious enmity, the nature 
of which he is not able to ferret, 
but. which Is of a virulent nature. 


Immediately he has signed the 


papers necessary to tho conveyance 
of the estate he is attacked by a 
mysterious ruffian, who strikes him 
over tt\f. head with a blunt instru- 
ment and hurls his body into the 
Icy'waters of the English Channel. 


From that point on the action is 


as fast and furious us the most ex- 
acting 
lover, of mystery-adventure 


could ask and in addition the book 
Is well written from a. literary stand- 
point. 


Of cour.so Bridges is really

stranger to the field Of light fiction; 
His former 
books, "A Rogue by 


Compulsion" and "Tho Cruisn of the 
Scandal," have won an enviable place 
for him and "Greensea Island" will 
do more: than add a single leaf to 
his laurel crown.

ing and thp characters are uniform- 
ly well oFawn. 
That the author

the tastes, of his readers is evident. 
There Is no sugar coating on this 
literary pill. 


Half a dozen families are involved 


In this .bit of fiction, the locale of 
which is a Texas cotton raising com- 
munity, which develops Into an in- 
escapable picture of tangled human 
relations where two races live side 
by side. 


It does seem on reading the book, 


however, that Shands has been some- 
what severe and that there must be 
even in a community of this size 
some one who has control of him- 
self. 
The author1 deals with the 


negro authoritatively, giving an ac- 
curate picture of the South and his 
description of the burning at the 
stake is as vivid as It is brutal. 


Were there some light or romantic

Garland 


'A Daughter of the Middle 


Border," Contains Deli' 
cately Traced Sketches 
of Author's Life in Mid- 
dle West; Follows "Son 
of the Middle Border." 


American literature has had a val- 


uable addition with the completion 
and publication of Hamltn Garland's 
'A Daughter of the Middle Border." 
The volume follows his already ac- 
claimed "A Son of the Middle Bor- 
der"—that stirring bit of biography 
which portrayed in indelible fashion 
the story of the ever-expanding fron- 
tier of the United States. 


The former publication, which was 


the story of the life of Garland's 
father and mother in their continued 
journeylngs into the unopened land 
of the Middle West and the great 
Northwest, %vas also the narrative of 
a vivid era in the history of our 
country. 
While the Garlands were 


the medium through whom the cur- 
rent of the story ran. the book was 
essentially a story of the adventure 
and Hie romance of a fast departing 
and all-but-gone period in our na- 
tional life. 


"A Daughter of the Middle Bor- 


der" takes up where the former story 
ended—with the morning following 
the Thanksgiving in the newly ac- 
quired Wisconsin homestead. 


This work, while less a chronicle 


of a national era than the former, 
is still no less noteworthy in that it 
pictures for us the beginnings of 
some of the great persons and things 
of our day and generation. 


The "Daughter of the Middle Bor- 


der" is more personal, more inti- 
mate, than its predecessor, and while 
it reads less like a chronicle of hls- 
Loric events and achievement, it is 
in its delicately traced sketches of 
the author's home life and his as- 
pirations as compelling as a bit of 
the cleverest fiction. 


Hamlin Garland has given up here 


a study of Individuals and their re- 
lationships 
rather than of settle- 


ments 
and 
migrations. 
He has 


glimpsed for us his own literary be- 
ginnings, his various journeys for 
new fictional material, his literary 
friendships (and these sections are 
among the most pleasing in, the vol- 
ume). He has written of that won- 
drous time when he made his first 
trip to Europe, his acquisition of his 
first dress suit, a concessiogi to a 
grand occasion, that of the Authors' 
Society Dinner in Condon, his court- 
ship of Zulime Taft and his mar- 
rlago and wedding journey. 


In all of these pictures he does 


not forget to tell us of the genuine 
struggles he had to keep up the 
homestead, to make declining years 
as sweet and pleasant as possible 
for a most unusual mother and to 
acquire for a wifp and children the 
things that were essential for them. 


There are. numerous excerpts from 


the book that one is tempted to quote 
—the difficulty is one of selection 
and elimination. ' Here is a glimpse 
of Eugene Field, who was a friend 
of Garland and a figure in Chicago 
in the days when art was struggling 
for existence in the city on the lake. 


"Eugene Field, the most distin- 


guished member of the 'journalistic 
gang.' 
* * • 
a. singular char- 


acter, as improvident as Larado. but 
in a different way. 
v 


. "I recall meeting him one 'lay on 
the street, wearing, as; usual, a lone, 
gray plaid, ulster, with enormous 
pockets at the sides. 
Confronting 


me with coldly solemn visage, he 
thrust his right hand into his pocket 
and lifted ^ heavy brass candjestlck 
to the light. 
'Look.' he s'aid. 
I 


looked. Dropping this he dipped his 
left hand into the opposite pocket 
and displayed a similar piece, then 
with a faint smile lifting the corners 
of his wide, thin-lipped mouth, he 
gravely boomed, 'Brother Garland— 
you see before you—a man—who 
lately—had ten dollars.' 
He ha"d a 


'habit of buying collections of rare 
moths, 
door-knockejs and candle- 


molds with money 
which should 


have gone to buy chairs and carpets 
or trousers for the boys." 


At the Authors' Society 
dinner 


Garland was given a seat of honor 
at the spfiakers' table. 


"My left-hand neighbor at table," 


he writes, "was a short, gray, gloomy 
individual whose name I failed to 
catch, but the man oa my right was 
Henry Norman, of the London Chron- 
icle, and after we had established 
friendly relations I leaned to him 
and 
whispered, 'Who is the self-

Leighton Parks, Rector of 


St. Bartholomews in New 
York., Makes Plea for 
Union of Churches for 
Common Good in "The 
Crisis of the Churches." 


The problem of the churches of 


the world is discussed in "The Crisis 
of the Churches," a new 
book by 


Leighton Parks, D. D., the rector of 
St. Bartholomew's church in New 
York City and while its particular 
appeal is to the churchman, it is of 
general Interest to all readen and 
thinkers. 
i 


Dr. Parks sets forth to prove tnat 


the churches must unite for the 
common good If they hope to accom- 
plish their original purpose.' 
He 


expresses fear of the paganizing of 
the world and greater fear of troubli- 
from the East if there is not con- 
certed effort on the part of the 
West. 


The part the church as a wholf 


has to play in this great effort is 
apparently stillj nebulous In the mini1 


of the clergyman and he devotes his 
attention largely to a diatribe .or> 
where the church has failed In the 
past and a suggestion that a .unifi- 
cation of all churches will eliminate 
further failures. 


In the first few paragraphs of his 


final chapter, Dr. Parks reviews the 
path he has followed In "The Crisis 
of the Churches" jn so clarified a 
manner that it is not amiss to quote 
him directly. 
He says in part: 


"It" may seem as if there were a 


lack of unity in the treatment of 
the theme though that, I hope, may 
bf> more apparent than real. 
In the 


introduction there was an interpre- 
tation of an ancient parable—a par- 
able which we believe has a profound 
significance for this day. 


"It was suggested that the modern 


church, like Jonah, has received a 
great revelation, the revelation of 
God's goodness to all mankind. 
If 


that revelation be not received by 
the church and anted upon, it will 
lead to the spirit of sectarianism . . . 
which would lead to the destruction 
of the modern church as it led to 
the destruction of the church 
<vf 


Israel. 


"We then saw the 
attraction 


which the greatest of all churches 
has for many minds, but found that 
church alsc- dominated by the spirit 
of sectarianism. 
We considered the 


philosophic doctrine of organic unity 
and the various attempts to produce 
church unity 
We thought 


also/of the superficial plans which 
seem to Ignore the principles for 
which the various churches stand. 


"We then turned aside, as it may 


have seemed to some, to emphasize 
the value which 
we 
believe the 


Episcopal church has for the church 
of the future and suggested that 
spiritual unity could 
be attained 


only by the recognition of the in 
trinsic valua la each of the chuches, 
which value can be interpreted only 
by those who have known the privi- 
lege and blessing of the particular 
church of which 
they are mem- 


bers." 


In hi» closing chapter Dr. Parks 


devotes himself to an essay on "Fel- 
lowship," describing It as a "deep 
spiritual experience—a divine emo- 
tion that leads lo a desire for com- 
panionship 
and 
cooperation" and 


urges that this spirit animate tlio 
churches. 
He contends that each \*

.political situation. The gen- 
,eral conclusion is tbat it 


strengthens the President, and by no means weak- 
ens the Governor. 
That the latter will Lave a 


serious contender within his parly is no longer 
considered likely. And it is not believed that the 
menace from without by former Senator Phelan 
entering the lists, is as likely as it was. 
Senator 


Phelan. when he left San Francisco on bis world 
tour, expressed himself as having done with poli- 
tics. He is having a very satisfactory tour. He 
has been recognized as one of the best kno\vn pub- 
lic men of perhaps the most favorably known 
American city, and must have found an open 
sesame to many official circles because of his six 
years in official life in AYashington. Hi- would 
no doubt relish a return there as one of Califor- 
nia's senators, bin it may be doubted whether a 
gubernatorial 
campaign 
has 
much 
appeal. 


That it would be favorably considered was an 
assumption of his political followers and depend- 
ents, raUier than any intimation on his part. His 
party was in the main against the pact treaty, 
which was so triumphantly passed and was so 
generally favored iu this State that the emerg- 
ence of a member of that parly for a high office 
ir/tiy not be considered timely. 
Tt remains to be 


seen just what will happen. 
The Four Power Treaty 


There is little doubt thai: during the recent 


flurry over the four-power treaty many political 
telescopes were unsheathed iu the effort to dis- 
cover a contender for the, senatorship to be con- 
tested for this year—one who would be iu closer 
accord with public sentiment in California. With 
the ratification of the treaty talk has somewhat- 
subsided. The telescopes found a natural center 
in Herbert Hoover, who was on his way to Cali- 
fornia: but at Kiugman, Arizona, where a depu- 
tation of correspondents and political friends 
rnet him, he unequivocally declared that under no 
circumstances would lie become a candidate toy 
Senator.

that a. contesting candidate is necessary, and 
frankly declares that if no other is forthcoming 
he will stand in the breach. He represents that 
the suggestion of his candidacy comes from Los 
Angeles. Moore seems to be in the attitude of 
being willing, but not anxious. As the president 
of the Panama-Pacific Exposition Company, the 
most successful world fair ever held, Moore dis- 
played dualities that entitle him to immunity 
from the unsophisticated class as to big affairs. 
He certainly has had experience that qualifies 
bim to judge what is <:ood for California. 
McAdoo's Job 


There is much speculation and dismission of 


William G. .McAdoo's engagement by the Bank

A prominent movie 
magnate tells me that the actor could practically 
have named his salary at any time during the last 
few years. It seems that Charley Chaplin. Ar- 
buckle's only rival, had almost left him alone in 
the field. 
Chaplin has been contenting himself 


with making only one or two pictures each year 
and so. in a measure, has lost a bit of his hold 
upon the public. Arbuckle. on the other hand, 
was said to be fond of work and willing to make 
one picture a month, or two in three months. Thus 
he kept himself continually before the public. As 
indicative of his money value. I am told that re- 
cently the fact leaked out that the commission 
collected on a contract to manage the comedian 
was ?20,000. This was brought out in a suit for 
divorce begun by Madge Hart. of New York 
against Max Hart. 
In her enumeration of the 


money her spouse received from his various deals, 
Mrs. Hart set forth that he had sold a contract to 
manage Arbuckle to Joseph Schenck for ?20,000. 
This is certainly a considerable sum to pay as a 
fee for merely awarding the job. Incidentally 
this same film man was authority for the state- 
ment that the last trial of Arbuckle had raised 
grave doubts in the minds of the interests cham- 
pioning him as to whether he will be able to stage 
a come-back. 
Coal Strike Never Touches Us 


California comes nearer to being exempt from 


ilie consequences of the expected coal strike than 
any other State. 
It doesn't depend on coal to 


keep its factories and industries going. It has oil 
and hydro-electric power. And its inhabitants do 
not depend on coal to keep them from freezing. 
In fact there is no danger of personal cougealment 
here. as there is in other sections, and if there 
was'the same agencies that are relied'on for the 
other emergency would be available for this. 
In 


this connection the coastward trend of manufac- 
tories, aud particularly canneries, must have been 
generally noted. As to the former, the uncer- 
tainty as to fuel and the hard winters may be held 
accountable. 
As to canneries, fuel and climate 


may be impelling features, but in addition is the 
fact that there are so many more things here to 
can. and that there are many products here that 
are not found iu the East, extending the season 
at both cuds. In addition, of course, is the other 
fact that the between seasons are vastly more 
endurable to operatives and all concerned. 
Theater For Pantages 


Last week 1 had something about the sale and 


improvement of the McCreery property at Eighth 
and Market streets. It is said that the incentive 
for this purchase by Mr. Kosseau. or one of (he 
incentives, was the desire by Pautages to have 
a new and up-to-date theater, one that would set 
him even with other theaters that have recently 
been opened on the great street. The story is that 
ftosseau investigated Pautages, and found that 
his enterprises registered so uniformly successful 
that there was no hesitancy iu accepting him as 
the tenant of the main improvement, which the 
large, holding was bound to carry.

this theater will be a later word than any that 
have gone before, if such a word remains to be 
coined by architectural skill. 
Space will not 


hamper in this instance, as there are deep areas 
that, would not be suitable for .shops: besides 
there are two streets thai abut the tract, which 
would afford much better than ordinary stage 
entrances, as well as general exits. 
A Reformed District 


The opening of the .Junior Orphetiiu, to be 


known as the Golden Gate and Loew's Warficld 
Theater, calls a t t e n t i o n to the elimination of the 
uptown tenderloin as the region in and about 
these, new playhouses has been known for some 
lime. The evolution of .Mr-son and Taylor streets 
has been one of (lie interesting developments of 
the red light abatement law. 
When the Barbary 


Coast was in its glory all sorts of resorts were 
allowed to flourish in the alleys and by-ways 
lying between it and Chinatown. The region of 
Mason and Taylor streets was sprinkled with 
questionable hotels and illuminated by a mtilfi-' 
hide of red lights. The work of cleaning tip 1ms 
lieen a long, tedious process, but it is now.said to 
be 'complete. The first step was the making (if 
Mason street a boulevard for automobiles.. Motor 
car drivers were instructed by signs at the cross- 
ings lo use that thoroughfare rather than the 


more congested Powell street, one block below. 
Next there was formed a West of Powell Street 
Promotion Association and, with the cooperation 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, the unde- 
sirables were weeded out until now new residents 
have moved in aud respectability reigns. The 
latest factor in contributing to this result has 
been the coming of the two theaters which, with 
the new Granada and Imperial only a block away 
and the Pantages and Strand across the street, 
have served to extend the "Great White Way" 
iu a new and unexpected direction. 
McGlynn Balked 


A clipping that concerns Frank McGlyun was 


read with satisfaction aud understanding by a 
number here who knew him when he was a 
struggling actor and learned to respect his con- 
scientious ways. The slip relates to his experi- 
ence iu Springfield, Illinois. 
He went there to 


produce Driukwater's play. "Lincoln." It will be 
generally remembered that Springfield was Lin- 
coln's home, and that he lies buried there. When 
the company arrived to produce the famous play 
it was the plan of the Chamber of Commerce to 
have a film made with McGlynn impersonating 
the martyred President on the streets, at the 
house that was his home and in the capitol, where 
he served in his earlier career. It was evidently 
supposed that there would be no objection, espe- 
cially on the part of an actor. What must have 
been the surprise when McGlynn declined to per- 
form in that way. In a notification to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce he represented that his respect 
for Lincoln was too great for him to carry the 
impersonation into the streets iu that public way. 
It seemed like sacrilege. 
Movie men were there 


with their apparatus and assistants, and there 
must have been chagrin, as well as surprise, to 
those who had uot taken this view of the matter. 
The comment here by those who know the actor is 
that "that was just like Frank McGlynu.'' 
Reversal of the Brady Victory 


The reversal in the case of Thomas Brady, one 


of the so-called Howard-street gangsters, calls at- 
tention to the part played in the case by Attorney 
William F. Herron. who has probably been in 
more hot water before the Bar Association than 
any other attorney. 
A man of brilliant mind, 


hlerrou appears to have the unhappy faculty of 
slipping a cog just when he is achieving a triumph. 
He first broke into the limelight when, as editor 
of one of the publications of the Lelaud Stanford 
university, he wrote a poem based upon Biblical 
incidents and published it under his name. His 
rendition of the incidents was a bit: naughty, and 
it aroused the ire of the university authorities. 
He drew a suspension and never returned to col- 
le<re. Some years later Herron completed his law 
studies and pa.--ed the bar examinations. 
He 


begau to forge ahead and was just corning into 
prominence when he was forced to face charges 
before'the Supreme Court, the result of a com- 
plaint from the Bar Association. Later he man- 
aired to regain his standing aud was one of those 
active in the defense of Thomas Moouey. convicted 
in connection with the Preparedness Day bomb 
explosion. When many lawyers disdained the de- 
fense of the. Howard-street gangsters tlerron 
came forward and undertook to represent them. 
When William High tower was arrested for the 
murder of Father Patrick Hesliu of Colina, Her- 
ron succeeded in being of counsel, although the 
accused at first refused to accept him. 
In the 


Brady case Herron has all along maintained that 
his client was innocent. 
Retirement of P. H. McCarthy 


Considering how absolutely P. H. McCarthy 


dominated the building trades of this city and 
the Sta'te of California for at least twenty years, 
his summary retirement as the head of both or- 
ganizations is worthy of notice. Of late he is 
to be seen around the Board of Supervisors' at al- 
most everv session, availing himself of the pro- 
vision which permits ex.-mayors lo sit. with that 
bodv. (hough not to vote. There is discussion as 
to just what this means, or whether it means any- 
thing, 
if will be difficult to convince old-time 


city hall politicians that P. H. has quit polPtics. 
But it is pretty well understood tliat he bus accu- 
mulated a, fortune, and could retire lo his ease if 
lie were so minded. 
In the recent building trades 


upheaval McCarthy seems to have miscalculated. 
Former meihods of curbing recalcitrants failed 
lo work. On the contrary, the revolt grew until 
it was away past control. So McCarthy quit. At. 
that there are those who hold (hat he is still to 
be reckoned with, as his successor, Frauk McDon- 
ald, was his understudy, and it is not unreason- 
able to suppose that no violent enmity now exists 
between thorn. 
No Draw at Seventh Street 


The decision of the Railroad Commission that 


the Southern Pacific Company need not construct 
a drawbridge at Seventh and Channel streets, to 
let water craft through so they could dock at 
wharves which might he constructed a few yards 
beyond, must be considered a sort of bloomer by 
'the Harbor Commission, which started the agita- 
tion.

The number 
of vacant spaces, some of them containing 
masonry or other reminder of the disaster, have 
almost entirely disappeared.

Within a few mouths 
nearly a hundred apartment houses have been 
erected in the region of Nob Hill, and soon there 
will be scarce a vacant lot on its slopes, or on 
those of Russian Hill, just beyond. The announced 
sale of the fifty-vara lot at the corner of Mason 
and Pine streets, opposite the fashionable Stan- 
ford Court Apartments and the 
1 old Mark Hopkins 


Institute of Art, is one of the week's important 
transactions. This lot has been vacant all these 


-* 
years, but it is understood that now it is to be 
improved with apartment houses. 
Speculators 


have been busy on Geary street, a thoroughfare 
on which building has suddenly taken a spurt. 
The construction of the new Curran Theater, ad- 
joining the Columbia, started the activity there, 
ft is said that fortunes have been made in buying 
and selling real estate there during the past 
mouth. One case in point was the purchase of a 
'corner for $75,000 aud its resale before the. final 
papers had been recorded for §J 10,000. 
There 


has been similar speculation in property along 
O'Farrell, Ellis, Eddy and Turk'streets, in the 
region inside of Larkin. 
Steamship Matters 


The rumored sale of the steamship Itose City to 


the Admiral line has attracted attention by rea- 
son of the sentiment attaching to the vessel as 
well as the circumstances that mark the passing 
i u t o history of the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship Company. The Rjri.sc City is the last 
of the famous trio of steamers which included the 
Bear and the Beaver. The Bear was wrecked be- 
fore the war and the company continued to oper- 
ate with the two remaining craft. 
When the over- 


seas struggle began Uncle Sam took over the 
Beaver, which is still in government service. The 
company continued ( 
f) run the Rose City, which 


was the smallest of Ihc three, and later added flic 
steamer Alaska, which w.as wrecked on BI tint's 
Keef last fall. This left the company again with 
only one vessel with which to meet the 'strenuous 
competition of the Admiral line, also known as. 
the Pacific Steamship Company. Since the war 
the San .Francisco and Portland Steamship Com- 
pany has not operated to Los Angeles, contenting 
itself with running between here and Oregon 
ports. 
If the deal for acquiring the .Rose City 


goes through (he Admiral line will have,no com- 
petition between here and Portland save that of- 
fered by (he McCormick line of steam schooners, 
which carry some passengers. 
A Bridge Incident 


One of (he exclusive ladies' bridge clubs of this 


city is agog over an episode that recently oc- 
curred. 
It was (he result of a Uicft and a sus- 


picion. Indeed, I am told, that some of the mem- 
bers are talking of ostracising the suspected one. 
The ladies aad just sat down to a game when it 
was found that one player-was missing. The 
hostess went in search of her and found her com- 
ing from a bedroom where the wraps had been 
left. A maid, questioned later, said she had been 
powdering her nose; but others recalled that she 
had performed that important task a few mo- 
ments before, and had started for the drawing 
room. At any rate one of the younger women dis- 
covered after the party that her purse had been 
slipped from her vanity bag. 
It contained sixty- 


five dollars. Suspicion rested, at first on. the 
servants, but the fact that they had been long in 
service and had established their probity made 
the hostess certain that they were not the guilty 
ones. The frantic members of the household com- 
municated with the head of the house and he 
checkmated any search of the guests, telling his 
wife to make good the amount of the theft with a 
check. 
The victim declined, however, to accept 


such payment. Later, suspicion pointed to a mem- 
ber. 
Something was then said about a police in- 


vestigation and it had the intended effect, and the 
money, sans purse, was returned by mail. 
Rents Going Up 


"Recently I stated that count had been kept, and 


it was claimed that the southwest corner of 
Fourth and Marke.t streets was second in the' 
United States as to the number of people passing. 
Undoubtedly a result of this investigation! was 
the raising of the.rent of the big store space on 
that corner. .It bad been occupied ever since the 
building was completed by'one of the largest 
clothing firms in the city. The rent was |7000 
a month. With the expiration of the lease the, 
rent was advanced to -515,000 a month. A firm 
that makes a business of renting and subletting 
took it at that figure, and has already found ten- 
ants for sufficient of the premises to make their 
rental -good, with space 'enough 
remaining 
to 


make a nice profit on the venture. A tenant of 
one of the first-class office buildings informs me 
that his rent has been raised 15 per cent, and that 
there has been a concerted movement in this 
direction among owners of first-class office build- 
ings. They are all in the compact except James L. 
Flood. He refused to have anything to do with 
it, and presumably the tenants of the great Flood 
building at Market arid Powell streets are ex- 
cepted from the "raise." Similar action in some 
of the Eastern cities has resulted in the organi- 
zation of office tenants' associations, though I 
have heard of no such movements here. 
George Whittell 


For nearly half a century George Whittell 


figured importantly in the financial and real 
estate circles of San Francisco. Himself an able 
financier, he was the son-in-law of one of the 
richest and most astute money lenders and busi- 
ness men of the city, the late ^Nicholas Liming. 
Whittell was owner of very extensive real estate 
properties, and interested in banking, having 
been vice-president of the Donohoe-Kelly Banking 
Company, which was popular with older Cali- 
foruians, and a director iu the First National 
Bank and First Federal Trust Company. It is 
also remembered that he was one of the first to 
commence rebuilding after the great fire, which 
destroyed much of his property; that his prompt- 
ness and the faith thus manifest had much to do 
with encouraging others to-follow suit, at a time 
when there was some besitatiqn as to whether the 
city would be rebuilt on the exact site that it 
occupied before its destruction. Whittell was 73 
rears of age, and leaves a widow aud two sons. 
Philo Jacoby 


Many San Franciscans of the older generation 


may have lost sight of -Philo Jacoby in later 
years, and may have been surprised upon reading 
of his death, haying supposed that he had long 
ago passed on. They will recall the considerable' 
interest that was taken in target shooting forty 
years ago, when he was the world champion, and 
possibly they will ponder how completely the.fad 
has now died out. Jacoby went abroad more than 
fifty years ago, representing the foremost sharp- 
shooting organization of America, and in Berlin 


I won first prizes'and ,a record medal from old 


Kaiser William I. It is said that in his time he 
won thirty-six 'trophy cups and a champion belt, 
besides more than a hundred medals. It/must be 
well remembered how the scbeutzenfests of long 
ago would bring out those .who were interested in 
firearms.

through individual effort in this line, 
others in various parts of the West 
Side, whose lands are not in the ir- 
rigation districts, are encouraged to 
sink wells. 


On the L. H. Elliott place, near 


Oakley, a well has been in successful 
operation for the past two years, 
furnishing 400 gallons per minute. 
It is capable of delivering 700 gal- 
lons per minute. 
On the W. H. carpenter place, 


near by. a fourteen-inch 
well 
has 


just been sunk to a depth of 190 feet. 
he drill at that point reached an old 
river bed, with 
gravel and 
beach 


sand, to a depth of some twelve feet. 
A wonderful supply of finest 
soft 


water was encountered. The flow is 
sufficient to irrigate the 40-acre apri- 
cot orchard, and the value of the 
property has been doubled. 


In various sections of Eastern Con- 


tra Costa deep wells are furnishing 
a splendid supply of water. 


In the Vasco country, to the west 


of Byron, and in the Marsh Creek 
territory west of Brentwood. the pos- 
sibilities ot fruit and vine culture are 
limitless. Water is found all through 
those sections. 


Almost every home in the hill ter- 


ritory embraced in these two areas 
boasts of a few peach 
and 
other 


trees, orange and lemon trees, 
the 


finest of table and win*; grapes, and 
berries without number. The rain- 
fall in that section la greater 
than 


in the valley, and crop failures are 
practically unknown.

That the woman 
in her negative capacity is as great 
as the man in his positive cole there 
Is no doubt. It Is when women try 
to be other than what they are by 
nature and play the game accord- 
ing to' tho man's rules that they are 
apt to fail." 


This thought is applicable to the 
position of women of today; women 
who are stepping- out and taking 
their places beside men. creating in 
a positive way and going forward 
with -them; .losing the position a-s 
the inspirational source of man's 
activities.

And that brings us right down to 
the matter 'of rhythm again. It Is 
held by many that the female of the 
species in her. new occupational en- 
deavors is losing even 
personal 
rhythm, and 
this 
indictment is 
brought particularly aga'nst . Amer- 
ican women. 
.Mrs. Florence Fleming Noyes. 
representative of a school founded 
on theories regarding the cultivation 
of physical and mental beauty, and 
soul expression through the medium 
of music and the dance, holds to 
the opinion that there is little in- 
herent natural grace of movement 
among the Americans. 
It Is her 


opinion that grace of body is a 
primitive accomplishment, perhaps 
lost in Jhe growth of civilization, yet 
capable of restoration.

liver them, there is the gracefulness 
of a perfect coordination, of perfect 
harmony of all parts. 
The move- 
ment of the entire body in one ges- 
ture is highly essential to his art. 
And that is rhythm. 


WOMEN LOSING R.HYTHSL 
The point it oomes to is In th« 


question: 
Are American women, 
when they "try to be other than 
wtiat they are by nature." as Mrs. 
McCormick puts it, losing rhythm of 
bodily motion along with the" co«mio 
coordination which their old sphere 
encompassed ? 


Along -the streets in the villages 
of I< ranee and Italy one may sea 
peasant 
women 
striding 
"freely 
along, 
balancing-, with 
the very 


personification of grace, great, dis- 
proportionate baskets or containers 
of water or wine atop their heads. 
That is rhythmical motion. 
That is such 
perfect harmony 
that one would be likely to thinlc 
absently that tho basket was really 
a part of the one piece. In 
th« 
Southern little towns negro washer- 
women go rhythmically along ths 
roads with ungainly baskets bal- 
anced on their heads. 
They walk 
along singing, as if utterly unaware 
of the heavy and precarious bur- 
dens.

miles and miles they 
walk, and yet the clean, white gar- 
ments .ire still 
white and 
clean 


when the end of 
the 
journey is 
reached. 


It is amusing to think of a dancing 
mistress in whose salon 
in" New- 
York a prime exhibition of skill anil 
grace is to balance a book on her 
head as she waltzes. 


Uncivilized woman achieves un- 
conscious 
grace. 
Gauguin, the 
painter, pictures females 
of 
the 


South Sea Islands in postures prov- 
ing thorn 
wholly "unconscious of 
personality, yet attaining it in their 
unawareness. 
Perhaps the growth 


of personality and individuality ha« 
nurtured 
self-consciousness. 


Civilized woman strives for beauty, 
and consequently physical 
defects 
are painful to her and her faulty 
features are 
upper-most 
in 
her 
mind. 
. Mrs. Noyes treats of that: 


"Nature ia marvelous, but seldom 
perfect, 
in her 
creations; 
more 
especially so with human creatures. 
Awkwardness of gait, carriage and 
gesture are inhibitions that become 
the worse the more they are noticed 
and singled out for correction in 
themselves. The more self-conscious 
a. woman becomes of an ungainly 
hand or a clumsy ankle, a large 
mouth or a harsh voice, then the 
more particularly does she seek to 
ameliorate that certain defect. 


"The more she thinks of it and the 
more conscious she becomes of it 
the more of an obsession it becomes: 
that only aggravates it and brings 
it hopelessly into the 
foreground 
and to the attention of others. 
"The 
stammerer, seeking 
con- 
sciously to correct the fault, stam- 
mers worse than ever. But it has 
long been Unown, let him lose him- 
self in the rhythm of song and his 
tongue is unloosed.

"In our school we do not seek to 


put on grace, but to bring it out. AVe 
do not manipulate, pose or exercise, 
for instance, the ugly foot. If the 
body can be taught the rhythm of 
movement as a whole, the awkward 
member will achieve grace uncon- 
sciously." 
It may be all wrong- and some- 
what unjust to say that the Ameri- 
can woman is more self-conscious 
an'd therefore- less graceful than her 
European sister or her uncivilized 
counterpart.

cover clown again.

mix a little good 


whiskey in with his fusel oil prod- 
uct. 
There n,ro some who will du- 


plicate tho government seals and la- 
bels and put 
them 
on 
bonded 


whisky bottles. These 
bottles are 


now worth from 75 ennts to a dollar, 
which price will be paid by your 
neighborhood liquor manufacturer. 


TltB JACKASS' HOOFS. 


Jackass brandy not only leaves its 


hoofprints on your stomach but on 
your brain and nervous system as 
well, according to tho doctor. 


Tho Missouri Mule namesake is 


nothing more than 
distilled 
wine. 


The makers take ,green wine and 


. ciis'tiii it by boiling', catching the 


steam an it evaporates and reducing 
this steam back to liquid form again 
by running it through 
coils kept 


constantly cold by running water. 


Except for the fact that this dis- 


tillate contains amyl ajcohol (fusel 
oil), -it is comparatively harmless. 
Amyl alcohol will do little damage 
to the human system aside from 
causing the addict to go blind or-'in- 
sane. 
But a graat many of the makers 


.-• 
of "Jackass"*have no wine, so they 
/ 
take decayed potato, corn, ptfune or 
raisin mash and brew up 'a mesa 


'Dr..E. H. Barbera, Oakland's city chemist, feeing the "refractive Index' 


of confiscated liquor frith the "refraciomeier" to determine the presence of amyl 
alcohol (fusel oil) and'other poisons. 
The readings of the refraclometer are 


controlled by the specific gravity of the various venomous substances contained 
in ths "red eye" concoctions. 


that would cause a guinea, pig to 
commit suicide. 


The moonshiner colors. up this 


first distillation that is rank wifh 
fusel oil and poisons his friends with 
it. 
Me colors it .with caramel or 
"nigger hea'd," a dye stuff. 


There are two ways of getting rid 


of this fusel oil and the bootlegger 
does neither. It's too much trouble 
and unprofitable. 


The first process is by ageing in 


the wood for from three to four 
years. 
Tho second is by filtering 
repeatedly through charcoal. *, 


Of all the contraband liquor .that 
has passed through the hands of 
City Chemist Baxbera, not a single 
bottle has ever 
been 
treated "by 


cither process and there are indica- 
tions that the professional bootleg- 
ger is so hardened or ignorant that 
peddling poisons has become a pleas- 
ure to him. 


DOPED-Cp WHISKIES. 


Of the scores of illicit stills that 
are today turning out doped-up 
whiskies, none apparently are giving 
any attention to the elimination of 
fusel oil from their product, accord- 
ing to Dr. Barbera. 


Whiskey made from corn or pota- . 
to mash contain* tha. highest per-. 


centagcs in fusel oil (amyl alcohol). 


Tho occasional fusel oil jag may 


knock you dead lor a night or so 
but this does not compare to the in- 
jury inflicted on the habitual user. 
Tho constant daily taking of 
any 


drink which contains amyl alcohol 
will product atrophy of the brain 
and tissues, will bring on intense 
nervousness, will attack the 
optic 


nerve especially, producing blind- 
ness, causing the teeth and hair to 
fall out, and ruining the stomach 
In fact the imbibing of only a small 
quantity of this stuff regularly will 
ruin a strong man's health. • 


HOW TO MAKE "MOONSHINE." 


Putting ether in bootleg wines and 


liquors is another favorite stunt with 
the commercial seller of contraband 
intoxicants, Dr. Barbera declares 
The stuff .produces a wonderful ja.g 
like tho second stages of an anes- 
thetic, but the after effects are in- 
tensely disagreeable. 


The making of moonshine whisky 
is a much simpler process than many 
suppose. 
Scores of 
farmers 
and 


chicken raisers, who can buy grain 
without expense, erect a small still 
that will turn out five or ten gal- ' 
Ions a day and supply not only th»m- 
eelvea but the entire neighborhood

Corn, wheat, rye, rice, or even

placed in a copper container and the' 
mixture Is cooked. 
The steam from 


this goes through a pipe to copper 
colls. 
These coils are housed in a 


water container, through which cold 
water Is constantly 
running. The 


steam,- passed through the cold colls, 
condenses into fluid and. is drained 
off into a crock or jug-. It Is color- 
less, like water, and contains 60 to 
80 per cent alcohol. This colorless 
*?2,ls asain '"stilled, the second 
distillation yielding a product 90 or 
100 proof, it I» called corn whisky 


Coloring matter is added to this 
and it is ready to sell. 


Because of the fusel oil It con- 


tains, this moonshine Is very poison- 
°v^, Int.the Taking of legitimato 
whisky the fusel oil goes oft through 
the wood while the stuff ts being 
ftfred, but this process requires three 
years, and no moonshiner can wait 
three years for returns on his In- 
vestment. 


The poisonous booze ia thus dis- 


tributed to tho saloons and 
clubs 


where It begins its manhood-destroy- 
ing mission. 


(i Such is the "jackass" brandy, the 
redeye," the rotgut whisky that fills 
tha emergency hospitals. 


Even more dealy are the synthetic 


drinks. Waterfront dives frequently 
take ordinary wines, fortify them with 
wood alcohol or formaldehyde and 
sell them to men who are too drunk 
to know the difference. Those who 
partake of this stuff are found dead 
in alleys and in their rooms or expira 
In great agony in a hospital room. 


To make a sherry wine, the moon- 
shiners take an ordinary dry wins 
and add the green corn whisky to it 
This is then sweetened and ia sold aa 
sherry or muscatel. 


Raids in Darktown have netted 


cargoes of synthetic gin, the favorite 
drink there. This stuff is generally 
deadly poison, aa it is made from a 
wood alcohol, from which the manu- 
facturer has attempted to extract 
the formaldehyde without success 
As a result the various organs of 
the body are slowly embalmed, just 
as the undertaker embalms a corpse. 


MAKING POISON GIN. 


Alcohol is diluted with water 


juniper, corriander and anise oils ara 
added 
and the result is filtered 
through magnesium oxide— that is 
synthetic gin. When made properly 
it is a clear, smooth product and Is 
hard to distinguish 
from 
genuine 
gin. 


Except for the fact that it is gen- 
erally 
made 
with wood alcohol 


which is a deadly poison, it is as 
harmless as cyanide of potassium to 
to the imbiber. 


Devotees of Bacchus remember a 
couple of years ago when a drink 
called 'grappa" was born into the 
world down in tho Latin quarter of 
San Francisco. As a matter of fact 
grappa" is colloquial Italian 
for • 
grape, and the strangely named 
product is simply distilled grape juice 
fortified with jackass brandy.

Captain Robert Gray Discovers Columbia River in 1792; 


On His Act U. S. Based Its Claim to "the Oregon Coun-

APTAIN JAMES 
COOK, the 


British navigator who discov- 
ered the Sandwich (Hawaiian) 


Islands, 
was indirectly responsible 


for the discovery of the Columbia 
river by an American seaman and 
also for the organization of the Lewis 
ywd Clark overland expedition to the 
Pacific coast. 


These were two important histor- 


ical happenings'which helped mate- 
rially to .extend the sovereignty of 
the United States over the rich Ore- 
gon country, and make of the young 
republic a continental power. 


These incidents of international 


consequence, occurring within a fen- 
years of each other, at a time when 
Great Britain, Spain and Russia were 
Becking to establish a foothold on the 
North Pacific coast, practically put 
the United States in possession of 
Oregon and confirmed her title to the 
JN'orthwest. 


Cook-sailed from England in 1776, 


his purpose being- to seek the north- 
west passage, the mythical waterway 
that maritime men "of that day' 
thought 
existed. 
His 
instructions 
were to land on the coast of New 
Albion, the ancient name for Ore- 
gon. 
In. March, 177S. he observed 


the mountains of Oregon. 


Further, north he sailed by . the. 


strait of 'Juan de Fuca and wrote in 


log his opinion that the story of 
strait was a. myth. In Nootka 


ound he took on many furs. Sail- 


Ins on, he sighted Mount St. Elias, 
passed through the str.ait separating 
Asia from America, 
named 
Cape 


Prince of. Wales and then was forced, 
on account of ice, to turn back, go- 
ing to the Hawaiian Islands, where. 
a few months later, he met his death 
at the hands of the islanderss. 


A BARGAIN m FURS, 


In the spring of 1879, his two 


ahips. in an attempt to complete his 
work, sailed north over practicaliy 
the same route. On the- return voy"- 
fcge a stop was made at Nootka, 
where cargoes of valuable furs were 
acquired 
for 
practically 
nothing-. 


Skins worth over $100 were bought 
for 10 cents each in goods 
Cook's 


ships then sailed for Canton, where 
the furs were exchanged for valuable 
silks, which were marketed in Eng- 
land at a handsome profit. 


In this cruise of Cook and his 
successors was a petty officer named 
'John JLedyard, a New Eng-Jander of 
some education. JE-Ie was in England 
•when the expedition was being- or- 
ganized and went along in the spirit 
of adventure. 
He was very much 


Impressed with the fur wealth of the 
" North Pacific. 
On his journey he 


kept a diary. This diary, said to be 
the best record of this memorable 
cruise, was taken from Ledyard by 
British naval 
officers 
on his dis- 


charge in England. 
. Ledyard then returned to Boston, 
where, in an effort to raise money to 
equip a ship to engage in the Ore- 
gon fur trade, tie wrote a pamphlet 
from memory. He canvassed, the 
financial in*a of Boston to this end. 
and while tliw/. were interested in his 
narrative of the easy wealth to be 
ir. ad" in the North Pacific, declined 


to embark on his adventure. Rut the 
story that he told made its impres- 
sion and bore 
fruit several years 
later. 
•>" 


The development of the Chinese 
silk trade, in which Boston mer- 
chants were interested, and stories 
told by seamen coming: to P.oston 
port, stimulated interest in the fur 
possibilities of the Oregon countrj, 
and in 17S7 a company of Boston 
merchants, headed by J. Barrel!, one 
of the men to whom Ledyard had 
told his story, resolved to go into the 
trade. They equipped two ships, the 
Columbia and the Lady Washington, 
captained by Robert Cray and John 
Kendrick, stocked them with trade 
goods and sent Mem on their way 
to Oregon. 


They were to take on cargoes of 


furs, take the furs to C(iina. ex- 
change them for silks and other 


Chinese goods and market tho Chi- 
nese goods in America, the plun in- 
volving a possibility of throe profits. 


AROCXD THE WOULD. 


The two ships loft Boston on Octo- 


ber 1. 17S7, arrived on tho Oregon' 
const on the following September. 
wintered at 
Nootka, and 
in the 


spring; opened trade, securing a largo 
quantity'of the choicest furs for the 
merest trifles. 
Late in the summer 


Captain Gray sailed for China, sold 
his furs, took on his cargo of Chi- 
nese good« and returned to Boston, 
arriving at his home port in August. 
1790. 
In this voyage Captain Gray 


was the first American sailor to carry 
the Stnrs and Stripes around the 
world. 


A month later saw Gray on his re- 


turn trip to the North Pacific where 
he arrived In the summer of 1701. 
The 
succeeding months of 
good 


weather were spent in trading with 
the Indians, with whom he luul 
numerous skirmishes, and in explo- 
ration 
With the approach of winter 


he established headquarters at Clyy- 
oquot. where he built the sloop Ad- 
venture. 
In the spring he sailed 
south in search of trade. 


On May 7 he entered a harbor in 


latitude 46 degrees; 
58 minutes.
